Timber on the farm is an agriecul- 
tural crop grown from the soil. Tim- 
ber grows faster on good soil but 
fertile soil will generally pay better 
in cultivated crops. Poor or rough 
land will not pay in cultivation but 
will pay in trees if protected from 
fire and the trees are cut as they 
should he, 


Timber on the farm is just like a 
savings account Jt pays interest by 
increasing in volume and quality and 
through the natural inerease of tim- 
ber values. The interest should bes 
drawn. out by cutting in years when 
other crops are short. But the cut 
should not be greater than’ the 


growth, leaving the principal to pro- 
duce more interest. 


The season just past was unusually 


favorable for natural reforestation in "
